2 ticularly ſet down, though very little taken 
he notice of; and that there are forms of 
ay prayer to help and afliſt the ſincere Chriſtian, 
cht very enlightening to the head, and affecting

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the firſt place. There are alſo other forms 
particularly to be found in St. Paul's 
epiſtles, as will richly repay any pains taken 
to gather them together and comprehend 
their full force and meaning.

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that attends it. He is pleaſed to beſtow 
ſometimes more, ſometimes leſs bleſſings, 
in the ſeveral ordinances of his church, 


which, as the ſtars in Heaven, differ from 
each other in glory. Faſting, praying, 
hearing his word are all good and neceſſary 
veſſels, to draw water from this well of 
ſalvation. But they are not all equal. 
The holy communion, when well uſed, 
exceeds as much in bleſſing, as it exceeds 


in danger of a curſe when wickedly and 
irreverently taken. All the inſtruments of 


religion do meet together in this ordinance. 


Nothing leſs than the body and blood of 
Chriſt is ſufficient to keep up the divine life 

of a Chriſtian. This is the wine that 
magnketh glad the heart of man; this is the 


bread that ſtrengthens man's heart. At this 
bleſſed table we meet with the good Shep- 


herd, who feeds his ſheep in the wilderneſs 
of this world, whoſe delight is to be with 
the children of men. Here we obtain par- 


don and forgiveneſs of all our paſt fins and 
offences: here we receive the grace and 


aſſiſtance of God's holy Spirit to ſtrengthen 
us, that we may run the race that is ſet be- 


fore us, and ſo run that we . the 
prize of our high calling in 
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ye love me, ſays our dear Redeemer, keep 
my Commandments : but how can they pre- 
tend to love the holy Feſus, who live in a 
ſtupid neglect, or wretched contempt of his 
dying command, Do this in remembrance of 
me; do this in remembrance that my body 


was nailed to the croſs, and that my blood 


was poured out for the ſins of the world. 
If the hearts of men were not harder than 
the nether milſtone, they muſt be moved, 
and affected, and could never refuſe to come 
to this heavenly banquet, being ſo lovingly 
called, and bidden by Chrift himſelf; an 
| habitual negle& of which is a kind of re-
